The old man had made no provision in his 
willfor his fair ward. So Caroline Viecte 
went to New York with nothing but her two 
years of accomplishments acquired at Glen 
coe Seminary and the elaborate wardrobe 
that the old man’s money had bought. 

So she took some svell apartments inthe 
Hotel Metropole and trusted to luck—and her 
cleverness. Every afternoon she drove out 
in a gorgeous equipage. She soon attracted 
the attention of clubmen and became the 
rage. Then followed her connection with the 
Maharajah of Patialaand her second appear- 
ance in Chicago. 

A week ago Caroline was picked up in Cen- 
tral Park, New York, bya policeman and 
sent to Bellevue Hospital violently insane. 
She claims to be the wife of the Maharajah, 
and is sometimes under the delusion that the

„„The duty of obtaining artistic effects 
devolves upon men in your profession and 
upon fellow citizens of refined ana wsthetic 
tastes; set the ball rolling and keen itin 
motion until the desired results are achieved. 
Many people believe that the streets 
of Chicago are better than those of St. Louis, 
whereas the reverse isthe fact. But Chica- 
goans have understood to classify and to 
concentrate business houses of like 
importance in separate localities, 
an have established fine drives 
and boulevards in those parts set 
aside forthe erection of fine dwellings, and 
as strangers are apt to receive a lasting 
impression by first visitsto acity, Chicago 
has always had the advantage over St. 
Louis. When the new Ur ion Depot is in 
operation we ought to take steps toward 
establishing approaches that will impress 
every visitor. The streets leading from the 
depot tothe hotels and principal business 
portions must be improved in a first-class 
manner and kept in perfect order, irre- 
spective of expense. 

‘*Itihas been suggested to purchase a bloc 
of ground opposite the depot and to make 
public square of it; 
men, as long as you 
drive througha district of miserable sh 
and half deserted dwelling-houses tor 
the hotels, the public square alone would 
certainly not meet the requirements. 
It seems to me that what we 
need in St. Louls is, first of 
all to lay a foundation for a large and im- 
posing city, and if the foundation is well de- 
signed property holders will find it to their 
advantage to aval! themselves of it and build 
magnificent structures upon the same. 

BOULEVARD RECOMMENDATIONS, 

If, for instance, the city would continue 
Twelfth street,which is 150 feet wide between 
Market street and Washington avenue, north- 
wardly in the same width to Cass avenue and 


southwardly to Park avenue,then westwardly 
to Lafayette Park and Jefferson avenue, Which 
is 120 feet wide; then by another ordinance 
establish a boulevard along M&rket street, 
from Twelfth to Jefferson avenue, by con- 
demning the lots on the north side of 
Market street extending to the alley, 
making a new boulevard 148 ft. wide, then 
andin that event could the work on the 
foundation be considered well under way. 
The new City Hall with its public square 
around it, the Four Courts and a fine massive 
bridge, with abutments ornamented with 
statuary, over the tracks, would furnish in- 
teresting features and would make Twelfth 
street boulevard, for many years to come, 
the most avallable place for theaters, hotels 
and magnificent stores, etc., and would give 
us a grand promenade. The Market street 
boulevard proposed, might easily be con- 
tinued west and connected with the Forest 
Park boulevard. 

»The cost of building the Market street 
boulevard from Twelfth steeet to Jefferson 
avenue Mr. Pitzman computes at about $200 
per front foot, which amount, however, is 
not required, because a large portion of the 
expense would have to 
by the city at large and 
other lands in the vicinity, which 
would be benefited. The city, he says, is 
better able to secure the money for the pro- 
jected improvements now than it will de in 
years to come, and in ten years the expense 
will be doubled or perhaps tripled.

Until all the facte and circumstances 
connected with the clash of Admiral Ben- 
ham and the insurgent forée under Ad- 
miral Da Gama in the harbor of Rio are 
known it is impossible to form an accurate 
judgment of the incident. The informa- 
tion so far obtained fairly justifies Ad- 
miral Benham’s conduct. He seems to 
have acted with discretion, within his 
authority and with the prompt energy and 
courage which are the traditional charac- 


] teristics of the American navy. 


It would be hard to find any warrant in 
internatioual law or practice for Admiral 
Benham’s alleged threat to treat Admiral 
Da Gama asa pirate. No court in Chris- 
tendom would hold an insurgent force 
fighting for peace guilty of piracy. But 
Admiral Benham was undoubtedly justi- 
fied in protecting merchant vessels of the 
United States from damage by the insur- 
gent fleet, and after giving notice of his 
intention to protect them to make that 
protection good at any cost.

During that time 
she has taken no nourtsument except claret 
wine and crackers, and for forty of 
the 110 days she claims that she ate ab- 
solutely nothing. Mrs. Wilillams andertook 
this ordeal, as she says, because she feared 
she was losing her power with God, because 
of fieshly gratification. She has announcea 
that she has been in long personal commun!- 
cation with him and will have most impor- 
tant revelattons to make. The fact that she 
has not yet made these, one of which is sup- 
posed to be the exact time and nature of the

end of the world, has led timid people to fear 
that she will confide only inher fanatical 
followers, andthat they may become the 
active instruments of the Lord in producing 
the conflagrations and other evils she pre- 
dicts. 

These immediate followers number 150, 
who are called her chosen disciples. The 
fasting they call going through the wilder- 
ness, is considered necessary to purge the 
body ofall sinfulness and give the fasters 
purely spiritual bodies. Mrs. Williams looks 
but little the worse for the critical ordeal, She 


is somewhat thinner and a trifie paler and 
more spiritual looking than formerly. 

This faith-curist lives in a palatial home, 
crowning the brow of Nob Hill, Twenty 
years ago Mrs. Williams was a woman of na- 
tional reputation in Washington society. 
There are many persons in every city of the 
country who well remember the stout, dark, 
imperious, brainy woman whowas at the 
head of the household of Oregon's famous 
Senator and Grant’s Attorney-General. The 


very qualities that made her prominent then. 


are the ones that give her such a strange in- 
fluence over her deluded followers, now that 
she has abandoned society and its dissipa- 
tions to become the special instrument and 
mouthpiece ofthe Almighty. Her husband, 
George H. Willlams, now a respected private 
citizen of Portland. was in President 
Grant’s Cabinet. In 1874 Grant sent George 
H. Williams’ name to the Senate for con- 
firmation as Chief Justice of the United 
States to succeed Salmon P. Chase. Williams 
was then Attorney-General, His confirma- 
tion was bitterly opposed by the Southern 
Democrots and by many Republicans. To 
relieve the President Gen. Williams requested 
that his name be withdrawn, and he then re- 
turned to Oregon and settled down in Port. 
land. Previously he had met the present 
Mrs. Williamsin Portland. They were mar- 
ried after a brief courtship. 

In Washington society Mrs. Williams dis- 

layed a personal magnetism and a mental 
briRianee that at once made her a social 
leader. Her entertainments were attended 
by the greatest menof the nation. She was 
animportant factor in her husband’s ad- 
vancement. President Grant was one of 
those who came under her magic spell, and 
to her influence with him has been ascribed 
the Judge’s gmOmination to the Supreme 
bench. There is little doubt also that the 
jealousy of other society leaders, especially 
Senators’ wives, had much, todo with the 
fight made in the Senate to defeat his con- 
firmation. 

Her Washington career being ended, she 
returned to Portland and became the gayest 
of the gay. As the years went on there came 
a change. She became an ascetic, with new 
and radical ideas of life and death. She 
gathered about her a few of the more spirit- 
vally tnclinea of her former associates, and 
to these were added others of the best people 
of Portland, almost exclusively ladies. To 
these the new prophet expounded the 
sekiptures in a delightfully unorthodox 
way, but with such sweetness of manner and 
such force of statement that her teachings 
took a deep hold upon some of them. 

Gradually her statements became more 
extraordinary; she proclaimed herself to be 
in direct communication with the Almighty. 
Then the character of her audiences and fol- 
lowers changed, until at last, with the ex- 
ception of one ortwo of the refined and in- 
telligent ladies who were her first pupils, 
her following consists solely of ignorant fa- 
natics. who look upon her as inspired of God 
and obey unquestionably her least injune- 
tion, no matter how absurd.

It Cost Chicago $87,500 Last Year to 
Remove Its Dead Animals. 

Health Commissioner Homan received this 
morning a letter from Dr. Arthur R. Rey- 
nolds, Health Commissioner of the city of 
Chicago, asking for information relative to 
the means employed and the eost of remov- 
ing dead animals from the streets of St. 
Louls. He says the City Council 
of Chicago has been investigating 
the matter and found that 


it cost last year $37,500 to dispose of Chicago's 
dead animals. As there were about 16,000 
338 the cost per animal was about 


Dr. Homan will have the pleasure of in- 
forming the Chicago authorities that at 
present the city of St. Louls ts paying 
nothing for the removal of dead animals 
from the streets. Until recently Col. Ed 
Butler, as Dead Animal Contractor, was re- 
ceiving $2,100 a year for the work, but 
in the magnanimity of his heart and in pur- 
suance to the philanthropic course he re- 
solved to follow in all municipal matters he 
was induced to do the work for nothing. As 
every dead horse or cow delivered tothe st. 
Louis Sanitary Co. to be treated under the 
Merz process is worth about $38 net tothe 
company Dr. Homan will advise the Chicago 
health authorities to hunt upa philanthropic 
contractor of the Butler type as the best so- 
lution of the dead animal problem.

Story of the Daring Robbery of Mr 
Greenberg's Place—Detective Plunkett 
Says O’Brien Is Also Wanted for the 
Robbery of a Saloonkeeper Named 
Eppenstein—Chief Desmond’s Capture 
Grows in Importance. 


This morning Detective William fPiunkett. 
of Ohicago, accompanied by Lionel Green- 
berg, clerk in his uncle’s pawnshop, at 55 
West Randolph street, arrived here in order 
to identify, if possible, the three 
bank sneaks arrested in this 
city by Chief Desmond last 
Saturday afternoon, in the International 
Bank, Lionel Greenberg was the victim of 
the most daring robbery that was 
every committed in Ohicago and 
he has positively identified Tom, alias 
Kid O’Brien, as one ofthres men who per- 
petrated the deed. Jack Neville, alias Demp- 
sey, he partially identifies as one of 
O’Brien’s confederates. In addition to the 
robbery at Greenberg’s O’Brien and a pair 
of confederates, still at large, are badly 
wanted for several other jobs of the ‘‘stick- 


up’’ variety. 
GREEKXBERG ROBBERY. 

The robbery at Greenberg’s ‘place occurred 
shortly after 8 o’clock on the morning of Jan. 
g last. Lionel Greenberg had just opened 
the store, when three well-dressed strangers 
entered. A tall man who is not known, and 
who is evidently not arrested, en- 
aged young GreendDerg in a con- 
versation over the sale of a fur 
cap. While the clerk’s back was turned he 
was seized from behind. His own silk hand- 
kerchief was made intoa wag and thrust into 
his mouth anda piece of heavy wrapping 
— was tied over his face with a red ban- 

ana handkerchief. Another of the trio 
bound his hands while the third held a firm 
8 on his throat. 

hen the work of gagging was done the 
three men carried young Greenberg intoa 
back room and there. at the polnt 
of a revolver, which Greenberg 
claims was held by Tom, alias 
Kid O’Brien, he was forced to give up the 
combination ofthe safe. This was opened, 
and one of the other pair of robbers 
seized a yellow valise off a shelf. 
Into this valise the trio shoved 
the contents of the safe, consisting 
of 293 fine gold watches, 43 diamonds, varying 
in carat from 8 to 7 carats, anda lot 
of gold chains, charms and other jewelry 
all valued at $10,000. While the three crooks 
were at work gagging the clerk,a little girl 
and boy entered the piace. They were 
shoved into a corner and told to 
keep quiet, and they did so while the robbers 
loote the safe. When they had 
all this jewelry they 
the store and separated. 
The whole job was executed in ve minutes. 
The robbers even went so far as to tear 
Greenverg’s shirt off him in order to secure 
a small diamond he nad in its bosom and they 
also took his gold watch and chain. The 
Chicago police authorities had avery good 
idea as towho did the work or led the 
crowd, but despite the fact that a reward of 
$1,000 was offered for the capture of the men 
and recovery of the property, the 
shrewdest officers were unable to 
capture. them. Since the arrest of 
the O’Brien, Nevill and Shroendeuer crow” 
in this city, the little girl and 
boy, who were in Greenberg’s pawnshop 
when the place was robbed have seen the 
ictures of the three men, which were taken 
by Harry Newbold, Rogues Gallery Potog- 
rapher in this city, and they positively iden- 
tified both O’Brien and Nevill as twoof the 
robbers. 
O’Brien is wanted in Chicago for several 
jobs, on one of which he 
arrested and jumped his 
bond, This robbery was committed 
on Jan, 21, 1893, in Frank Goedeck’s saloon at 
Twenty-second and State streets. In broad 
daylight three men entered Goedeck’s sa- 
loon, and the 
volver he was held 
of in money 
O’Brien was arrested and identified as one of 
the robbers, andafter getting out on a bond 
of $1,000 he skipped out, his friends coming to 
the front for him. 
ON OTHER CHARGES. 

Detective Plunkett, who 
take him back to Chicago, states also 
that O’Brien is wanted for the _ rob- 
bery of a saloonkeeper named Effenstein, 
who conducts a place at Sixteenth and State 


streets. This robbery was committed on 
Jan. 14, 1893, and Effenstein was held up at 
the point of a revolver and relieved of $1,800 
worth of valuables. 

It seems that O’Brien is well known in 
Chicago. He was practically raised in that 
city and a well known detective agency 
is responsible for the statement 
that he comes from a long line 
of thieves. He had two brothers named Billy 
and Peter O’Brien, who were daring sneaks, 
and a sister, they claim, now serving a term 
at Joliet Penitentiary. Shroendener is 
known to the same agency as Harry Burton, 
alias Schindler, alias ‘*The Swindler. 
He has gotten out of 
the Ohio Penitentiary, after 
serving a six-year sentence for burglary. 
He has also served a term in the New York 
Penitentiary for a job at — * N. 1. 
Nevill’s identity is not fully established as 


et. 

1 The whole country is excited over their 
capture and it is believed that they will be 
wanted in many places before they get 
out of the clutches of the law. 
The case of grand iarceny which was 
brought against the trio in this city 
will probably de nollie prossed, as 
to O’Brien, in order to turn him over to the 
Ohicago authorities.

BANK TAX REPEAL. 


The Much Argued Question to Be 
Broughfto a Focus Friday. 


WasHiIncTon, D. C., Jan. 81.—The question 
of the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on State 
banks which has been agitated throughout 
this Congress by a large contingent of South- 
ern and Western members, will be brought 
to a focus in the House Committee on Bank- 
ing and Currency Friday. Several bills in- 
volving this step are before the committee, 
but it has been decided to take a vote on the 
bill drawn by Representative Cox of Tennes- 
see, which is for an unconditional repeal, 
This question was discussed in the commit- 
tee thoroughly last session and the various 
bills were explained by their authors, It de- 
veloped in the discussions that the commit. 
teeisvery much divided on the banking 
question, andon the votes of one or two 
members whose position is in doubt depends 
the fate of the bill in its first stage. Judge 
Cox says thatthe bill will certainly be re- 
ported, either for the unconditional repea 
of tax or repeal with some limitations. After 
ithas been reported, he says, it will be 
pushed in the house as soon as the right of 
way has been obtained for It. 
This bill will be the first important meas- 
ure emanating from the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee in this Congress. Chair- 
man Springer of the committee has embodied 
in the form ofa bill his scheme for a uniform 
banking system, but has done so rather to 
bring the whole matter before the committee 
and effect an expression of views, than with 
the expectation that Ris ideas will be crys- 
tallized in the legislation.

DELAYED DECISIONS. 


Northern Pacific Land Case One of Great 
Importance in th» Supreme Court. 
WASHINGTOXN, Jan. 31.—Probably the most 
important interest affected by the delay of 
the Senate in givinga full bench to the 
Supreme Courtisthe settlement of the titles 
to mineral lands along the Northern Pacific 
Rallroad. By its charter this road was given 
the alternate sectionsof land forty «miles 
each side of its tract, excepting the mineral 


lands; but the question has arisen in numer- 
ous law suits whether the title was for those 
sections which were known to contain min- 
eral deposits when the grants took effect, or 
also for all lands in which mineral deposits 
have since been discovered. 

Circuit Court decisions have placed the 
first construction uponthe grants, the test 
case being that of Richard P. Borden against 
the Northern Pacific, which has been before 
the Supreme Court for more than a year. 
This case has beenonce argued, but is now 
side-tracked to await the confirmation ofa 
ninth Justice. Upon the decision depends 
the title toall the recently discovered min- 
eral wealth along the Northern Pacific foran 
eighty-mile belt across the whole width of 
the State of Montana and part of Idaho.

PRESIDENTIAL NOMINATIONS. 


Committees Considering Them 
With Much Deliberation. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 81.—That the Sen- 
ate committees are now examining with 
more deliberation than usual the nomina- 
tions sent to the Senate by the President is 
evidenced by the fact that there are about 
forty of these which were sent to the Senate 
before the Christmas holidays which still re- 
main unacted upon, the nominations which 


were made during the extra session and were 
again made atthe beginning of the present 
session. 

Of the forty appointments upon which the 
Senate has acted, fifteen are for offices in the 
State of New York, two in Missouri, two in 
Tennessee, two in Pennsylvania, two in 
Maine and one each in various other States. 
The New York appointments, which have 
been held up are the most important. 

There are known to be protests against 
the confirmation growing out of local causes 
in some of these cases but the impression is 
gaining ground that senatorial opposition is 
responsibie for the delay in many cases. Re- 
ports on some of these older New York nom 
inations are unquestionably delayed in com- 
mittee atthe request of the New York Sena- 
tors, and the same is also true in the case of 
some other States. Senators say that the 
delay istobe attributed toa desire to exer- 
cise a due precaution in making reports.

Cautious New York Finanolers. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 81.—It 48 said 
here that the New York bankers have been 
more interested in securing Secretary Car- 


lisle’s opinion concerning the probable effect 
of the proposed tariff legislation than con- 
cerning the adverse report of the House Ju- 
dicilary Committee upon the bond issue. The 
bankers suggested that if the WIison Dill 
should become a law it would so reduce the

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SULT OF STARVATION. 


Being Rendered Desperate by Hunger and 
Destitution the Miners. Destroyed 
Property in Their Madness — The 
Knuckles of Labor Importers Rapped— 
Supt. Stump’s Ciroular—Labor.

CoLumavs, O., Jan. 81.—Hon. John Me- 
Bride, President ot the United Mine Workers 
ot America. said to-day to a reporter that the 
direct cause of the Pittsburg mining riot was 
starvation. The miners hold the operators 
responsible tor that condition. Being desper- 
ate, the miners destroyed property. The 
Pittsburg district is only part of the compet- 
itive eld comprising the mines of Northern 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Western Pennsyl- 
vania and part of West Virginia. A fair rel- 
ative price has been paid for mining. This 
relative price was based upon competitive 
grounds, Neither the selling price of coal in 
the market nor the price of minmg in 
any part of the competitive fleld had 
been reduced when the Pittsburg oper- 
ators forced a reduction in the price 
paid the miners. The price of mining at 
Pittsburg finally dropped from 79 cents, the 
price on the competitive basis per ton, to as 
low as 40 cents. The depressed state 
ofthe coaltrade gave the miners less than 
half work, It was difficult for them to live 
on their earnings. With mining prices per 
ton as low as 40, 60 and 60 cents, and credit 
denied at the stores, the men were 
enduring some of the hardships of 
hunger. The prices of coal were also cut. 
Lump coal, selling at $1.10 per ton f. o. b., 
dropped to from 63 to s0cents per ton. The 
run ot the mine is selling at 50 cents f. o. b.; 
nut and slack, formerly profitable, is now 
dead weight. Onaccount of these things at 
Pittsburg West Virginia miners have been 
compelled to accept reduced wages. 

Mr. McBride says the Ohio mines are prac- 
tically closed and thatthe Ohio miners must 
also accept wages below the scale to meet 
Pittsburg rates or do without work. He 
closes by rapping the knuckles of the men 
who brought the non-Englisn-speaking 
miners here because they were supposed to 
be more tractable than the native born or 


English-speaking workmen and are now 
abusing the Huns because they are desperate 
on account ofa lack of work at rates neces- 
sary to keep them in food.

ALIEN CONTRACT LABOR. 


Supt. Stump of the Immigration Bureau 
Issues a Circular. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Supt. Stump of the 
Immigration Bureau, with the approval of 
Secretary Carlisle, has issued a circular con- 
cerning the arrest and deportation of alien 
contract laborers. It directs that immigrant 
inspectors shall carefully inspect all cases 
of violations of the alien contract 


labor laws which shall come to their knowl- 
edge by observation or complaint, and re- 
port the same, with all the facts and circum- 
stances connected therewith, to the Superin- 
tendent of Immigration. 

If, m the latter’s judgment, the case is 
sufficiently established, the Secretary of the 
Treasury wil) be asked, within one year after 
the landing or entry of the immigrant, to 
order that the said alien contract laborers be 
returned to the country whence they came at 
the expense oft ownérs of the vessels 
Dringing them into the United States, but 
from an adjoining country atthe expense of 
the persons previously contracting for their 
services. 

The circular is, of course, intended for gen- 
eralapplication, but its provisions are ex- 
pected to apply at this time particularly to 
the case of the Spanish alien contract cigar. 
makers who recently came from Havana to 
work in the Key West cigar factories. Supt. 
Stump has been waiting for the names of 
these men before preparing formal warrants 
for their deportation. One list which came 
to hand to-day brought the names of avout 
120 men, and another list is expected in a day 
or two. It is expected that the larger pro- 
portion of the men will be ordered deported 
to Havana, although final action in the case 
has not yet been takan.

AN EASY CONQUEST. 


The Brazilian Rebels Feared the Guns of 
Admiral Benham’s Cruisers. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Jan. 31.—If the Navy 
or State Departments have received any ad- 
ditional advices from Minister Thompson or 
Admiral Benham at Rio, detailing the 
brief and bloodless conflia between 
the United States cruiser Detroit and 
one of the Rebel Brazilian Ad- 
miral Da Gama’s warships in Rio Bay, 
they at least decline to make the centents of 
their dispatches public. Nothing adding to 
what was received yesterday could be 
Jearned at either department up to noon to- 
day. 

Atthe Navy Department last night it was 
stated that previous to the 29th Admiral Ben 
ham had communicated with Admiral da 
Gama, warning him against firing upon 
American ships and refusing to 
allow the insurgent commander’s 
excuse that he had given 
warning concerning where the danger line 
was, Thecommanders of three American 
ships had signified their desire to go to 
the wharves on the morning of the 29th. The 
American Admiral sent word that 
he would convey them. He also sent 
word to Admiralda Gama to that effect. 
Two ships were conveyed to the wharves 
by the Detroit, insurgent war ships following 
them, When nearly at the wharf, and while 
atug was taking a cable ashore, the insur- 
gent warships opened fire, sending a volley 
of musket shot under the bow of the tug. 
The Detroit answered witha warning shot 
and the insurgent ships then saluted the 
Detroit by sendlag a shell over her. The 
Detroit in reply sent a shell, which touched 
a portion of the insurgent ship, doing little 
damage. The insurgent commander then 
fired in warning a broadside to leeward, from 
the opposite direction from which the Detroit 
lay. This was answered by another shot 
from the Detroit. The insurgent ship sig- 


naled that unless the Detroit ceased firing 
they (the insurgents) would sink the Ameri- 
can ship. 

The exact terms of Admiral Benham’s 
reply to this threat are not stated by the De- 
partment officials, but it was evidently given 
in strong language, for it had the effect of 
deterring Da Gama from further hostilities. 

It eannot be ascertained whether or not 
there is any truth in the report cabled from 
London that Da Gama, after the incident re- 
ferred to above, surrendered to Benham. 
Naval Officers here do not credit the report, 
but regard it as a possibility. 


INDORSES BENHAM, 


Ambassador Bayard on the Action of the 
Admiral—The British Views. 


LONDON, Jan. 31.—In an interview to-day 
United States Ambassador Bayard said he 
thinks there was not much significance in 
Admiral Benham’s action at Rio, as the lat- 
ter was merely protecting his own country- 
men. And, added the Ambassador, ‘‘if 
foreign war-ships are not at Rio de Janeiro 
for that purpose, of what use are they?“ 
Mr. Bayard also remarked that a sim- 


lar instance with an American war- 
stip occured in Haytien waters dur- 
ing his term as Secretary of State. 

The St. James’ Gazette commenting on Ad- 
miral Benham’s action says: The precious 
Monroe doctrine seems to be construed into 
allowing the United States alone to interfere 
in South American affairs. 

The Globe remarks: ‘*‘Admiral Da 
tried to bully Admiral Benham and t the 
worst of it. Events show that Admiral Ben- 
ham does not take the same viewof the 
affair as Lord Rosebery. The British Secre- 
tary of Foreign Affairs, replying to a corre- 
spondent, wrote that he regrettea the de- 
plorable state of affairs: in Brazil; but said 
that the Government cannot depart from its 
general policy of non-intervention in the 
affairs of a foreign State. Lord Rosebery 
added that the British naval officer at Rio de 
Janeiro was giving the same protection to 
British subjects as other foreigners were re-
